“ Well, what of it? There are only four 
ships at Martinique. The Venez coast 
is 2,000 miles in length. A pacific’ blockade 
cannot be established; it is contrary to in- 
ternational law. Thirty per cent of the cus- 
toms receipts of La Guayra and Puerto Ca- 
bello are pledged by treaty for the payment 
of the claims of the powers which blockaded 
Venezuela in 1902. The other powers, includ- 
ing France, are receiving a certain percent- 
age of the duties collected at other ports. 

“A blockade, therefore, will not injure 
Venezuela alone. It will affect France and 
other powers. Suppose France orders the 
bombardment of a port. German and other 
foreign business houses are maintained at 
all ports. In view of the strain already exist- 
ing in the relations between France and Ger- 
many, growing out of the Moroccan ques- 
tion, it is unlikely that the French ships 
will be ordered to take any action which 
would destroy German property, wherever it 
may be. They will not dare send ashore a 
small landing party. President Castro has 
a large army and, besides, the whole country 
would flame up with patriotism;if any Eu- 
ropean power placed troops within its bor- 
ders. Finally, France must consider the ef- 
fect of intevention upon public sentiment 
in America.”’ 


France in a Temper. 

It is a philosophical way of looking at the 
matter, but it is the Venezuelan, not the 
French view. There is no doubt that France 
is in a temper over the question. M. Jusse- 
rand has explained time and time again that 
his government does not want trouble with 
Venezuela. In the negotiations which Rave 
taken place and which now are broken off 
France displayed a consideration and pa- 
tience which she believes the American people 
will not overlook. 

The dispute finally crystallized in the re- 
fusal of President Castro to re@stablish 
diplomatic. relations with M. Taigny, the 
French chargé d'affaires in Caracas. Prest- 
dent Castro withdrew his offensive note 


CAUGHT IN WHISKY FRAUDS. 


Fact Disclosed in Former Employe’s 
Suit to Recover $15,000.

Ferdinand Sulzberger of New York, million- 
aire member of the packing firm of Schwarzs- 
child & Sulzberger, admitted on the witness 
stand in Judge Pinckney’s court yesterday 
that he had been convicted of defrauding the 
government in 1868 and had served part of a 
jail sentence. 

Louts Pfalzer, formerly head buyer of cat- 
tle for the packing concern, had sued his 
former employers for $15,000 for breach of 
contract. He alleged that he had been em- 
ployed under a three years’ contract which 
called for $15,000 a year, was discharged be- 
fore the expiration of the contract. 

The défense of the packing firm was that 
the plaintiff had not been employed under a 
three years’ contract and that he had been 
discharged for failing to comply with orders. 


Admits Conviction for Crime. 
_ Mr. Sulzberger took the witness stand to 
testify regarding the alleged contract, but the 
first question put by Pfalzer’s attorney after 
the dérect examination startled the witness 
and astonished almost everybody in the 
courtroom. 

“Isn't it a fact, Mr. Sulzberger,’’ the at- 
torney asked, “ that you have been convicted 
of a crime and sentenced to jail, a part of 
which sentence was served?’ 

The surprise of the specfators at the ques- 
tion spread. to the attorneys for the defense, 
and it was some time before they recovered 
from their surprise to enter an objection. 

“ We are prepared to produce the records 
if necessary,’’ the plaintiff’s attorney per- 
sisted, “ but that will be unnecessary. The

‘* Halt! Who goes there?’’ ejaculated the 
watchman when a fat negro approached, labori- 
ously leading a thin, bow legged goat. 

“* Dis heah beast is Ole Ironsides, suh,’’ explained 
the goat's mahout.—From ** Dan’l the Bulldog,’’ in 
the Times. 

“ When I read it,” the letter says, “ I recog- 
nized with a thrill that the right word had 
Been found at last—mahout. The ’mobile, 
that majestic devil, that impressive devil, is 
our elephant, he is in a class by himself, like 
the jungle monarch; to be his master, pilot, 
and compeller is a post of solemn and awful 
dignity and danger, and It does seem to me 
that that measly word ‘ chauffeur’ does not 
properly fit the occupant of it. Chauffeur fs 
a good enough word when strictly confined to 
its modest and rightful place—as you will see 
by what Littré says about it. I translate: 
‘A chauffeur is the firer-up on the street cor- 
ner, peanut roaster; in English, stoker.’ A 
good enough word, you see, in its own place, 
but when we come to apply it to the admiral 
of the thunderous 'mobile or of the mighty 
elephant we realize that it Is inadequate. 
No, stoker is not the thing, chauffeur is not 
the thing, mahout is the thing—mahout is the 
word we need. Besides, there is only one way 
of saying mahout, whereas tuere are nine 


BELIEVE HE WILL RECOVER. 


Presence of Dr. Billings of Chicago 
Has Good Effect.

Marshall Field was reported no worse at an 
early hour this morning. There was no offi- 
clad bulletin later than that given out by the 
doctors at 11 p. m., which wasas follows: 

Mr. Field's condition remains unchanged. The 
disease has not extended. He is no worse.

Dr. James was asked if he could give out 
any further information than what was con- 
tained in the bulletin. He replied that it 
was not possible to give the pulse and tem- 
rerature of patients who were suffering from 
pneumonia, for they varied greatly at dif- 
ferent stages of the disease. In that case 
they would be simply misleading the pub- 
lis. 

No Immediate Change Expected. 

As yet there had been no decided change 
in Mr. Field's condition, and there prob- 
ably would be no great change until the 
seventh or ninth day, when the disease 
would turn for the better or worse. There 
probably would be no change for some time. 
At present Mr. Field is resting well. 

The opinion about the hotel seems to be 
that Mr. Field will get well. The physicians 
in attendance are much pleased with the pros- 
pect, it is said. They are not at all worried 
about the case, according to late reports. 

“Mr. Field is certainly holding his own 
and there is no danger for tonight,” said one 
of the doctors, 


The fact that it was a first offense also wag

New York, Jan. 12.—[Special.]—Standard 
Oil lawyers succeeded today in gaining 4

Justice Gildersleeve. however, seemed 
sympathize’with the Missouri officials in 
their desire to finish up the case so far as it 
refers to their state. He went so far as to 
offer to sit tomorrow, thus breaking a rule of 
the court in regard to Saturday sessions. 
Usually court adjourns from Friday to Mon- 
day, but Justice Gildersleeve said he would 
be on hand tomorrow morning to hear argu- 


ments, 
Rogers Emits a Wail. 
He gave counsel for either side an hour 


and a half to present his case. The taking 


of testimony will proceed tomorrow after- 
noon. Hadley hopes to clean up his side be- 
fore the day is over.

SETBACK FOR MAYOR WEAVER 
IN THE STATE CAMPAIGN? | 


Senator Penrose Says He Will Control 
Majority of 114 Philadelphia Dele- 
gates Elected Yesterday. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 12._Mayor Weaver 
is eliminated from the governorship fight as 
a result of the regular republican conven- 
tions in the city today. At least, so declares 
Senator Penrose. 

There were 114 delegates to the state con- 
vention elected. Penrose claims that he 
will control between 70 and 80. 

On the other hand, Mayor Weaver's friends 
assert the reform republicans will control 
100 of the 114 delegates and that the 100 
votes will be against every candidate fa- 
vored by Penrose. 

Since the defeat of the republican organ- 
ization last fall new combinations have been 
formed by the ward leaders in their efforts 
to get control of the city committee. In 
many of the wards republicans who were 
prominent in the reform movement were en- 
listed in the fight with the result that the 
“‘ reorganizers'"’ are now in control. The 
old city organization, of which Israel W. 
Durham was the leader, is practically out 
of existence. 


HARD WORDS FOR U. S. WARSHIP 


Rear Admiral Coghlan Says by 1908 
America Will Be Only a Fifth or | 
Sixth Rate Naval Power. 


New York, Jan. 12.—Rear Admiral Joseph 
B. Coghlan, commandant of the New York 
navy yard, in an address on “ The Navy ” 
here tonight said that while on paper the 
United States in 1908 would be in the second 
place as a naval power, yet if there were 
stricken from the lists such vessels as the 
“‘sainted Oregon,” now a second battleship 
instead of in the first line, the United States 
would not rank better than fifth or sixth 
among the sea powers of the world. 

“ There is but one kind of fighting ship,” 
paid Admiral Coghlan, “and that is the 
speedy battleship of the Mne.’’ All others 
were doubtful quantities. 

The admiral referred to armored cruisers 
as being “ beautiful to look at and good for 
some things, such ag scouting in the Carib- 
bean.”” He added: 

“* Following the fads of various persons, we 
find among our twenty-seven fighting ships 
some millions of dollars wasted om four moni- 
tors. In the harbor of Manila, I have seen 
one of them rolling twenty times a minute 
trying to hit something with a 12 inch gun, 
much as I have seen a woman trying to hite 
hen with a stone.

Prior went far beyond that other. modern 
instance of the potency of credit, Mrs. Cassie 
L. Chadwick, whose case his own closely 
parallels, an@ from whom, it is more than 
Itkely, he received his’inepiration. For one 
thing, it is now known ‘that his first step in 
his fatal career of stock counterfeiting was 
coincident with the exposure of the woman's 
crimes in December, 1904. 


Collateral for Big Loans. 

The securities he deposited with some of 
these as collateral for large loans were utter- 
ly worthless. The signatures of municipal 
officers attached to them were forgeries of 
the crudest kind. So assured was Prior's 
confidence that his credit would carry this 
fictitious paper through that he made scarcely 
any effort to disguise his handwriting when 
signing other men’s names under promises 
to pay thousands., 

That hia confidence tn the impregnability 
of his credit was not without justification is 
proved by the fact that some of this worth- 
less stuff lay for more than a year in the 
vaults of the biggest banks in Uleveland and 
was never even looked at. It was accepted 
at its apparent value on his unsupported word | 
when he paid it in. His word, his busines’ | 
credit, stood sponsor for it waile it lay un- 
questioned, and the money it stood for went 
glimmering in his stock speculations. 

That such transactions were numerous is 
undenied. A member of the liquidating com- 
mittee said today that the anmsount of the 
forgeries was at least $100.0... He could 
not say how much more. The procedure was 
the,same, or practically so, in every case. 
Prfor deposited the fictitious securities as col- 
lateral. The bank took them without ques- 
tion. Prior kept up interest on the loans 
they were believed to secure. He visited the

Overlooked One Precaution. 

In just ‘one case he overlooked this precau- 
tion, and this one omission was his undoing. 
The bank in question was moved to wonder 
at his neglect of ready money represented 
by coupons. Here Prior missed the protec- 
tion that his credit would have afforded him 
unquestionably. He was out of the city. 
Had he been here the unsuspecting bank offi- 
cers would have communicated with him 
and he would have explained his inadver- 
tence with his ready wit and faultless non- 
chalence. -But he was away, and some chance 
suggested to the bankers that they wire his 
partrer, Charles E. Dennison of Boston. 
This was less than a week ago. 

On Thursday, Jan. 4, Prior had found hi 
firm hard pressed. He was under the necés- 
sity, frequent with him for the last year or 
two, of going away to think. He went to 
New York. On the way, while there, an@éou 
the way back his aseurance was faithful to 
him. Friends who were with him on the 
trains ér met him in New York suspected 
that nothing was behind his care free front. 
It was the attitude he had kept to all through 
his devious dealings before and after he left 
the ways of legal business and personal 
honor. 


Scrutiny Reveals Forgery. 
Saturday night was the time of Mr. Den- 
nison’s trip west. Revelations began simul- 
taneously with his arrival. Officers of the 
bank referred to, an institution of the first 
rank, immediately scrutinized the bond issue 


paper deposited by Dennison, Prior & Co. 
Mr. Dennison worked with them. 

One‘ glance convicted Prior of forgery. 
The names of the city auditor and treasurer 
were forgeries of the crudest kind. In them 
Prior’s hand was as plain asif the signatures 
had been his own. e had not taken the 
trouble to disguise bis writing. There was no 
room for doubt. he astonished bankers 
were convinced unwillingly but completely 
and asked no further evidence. 

Monday morning Prior was back at his 
office. He was called into conference at the 
bank. He went, smiling and unsuspecting. 
He was confronted with the proof. His 
nerve stood the test. There was some mis- 
take, no doubt some error, of accounting. He 
would look it up. Shaken a little by his con- 
fident front, they gave him until the next 
day to “ look it up.”’ 

Monday night and Tuesday afternoon he 
spent at the hotel. The bed in his room was 
not slept in. His clothes were not removed 
or changed, He walked the floor. He 
racked his brain. He put aside persuasions 
and the advice of a trusted associate who 
came to see him. He rallied his mind to the 
composition of farewell letters. One little 
note was left for close friends. - 

One other letter he wrote—his farewell to 
his fdmily. It was the same letter that 
nearly every suicide writes: ‘‘ Think as well 
of'me as you can,” it said in effect; “' believe 
me when I say that what I did was for your 
sakes. Try to remember me as you knew 
me—not as the kind of a man they will say I 
was after lam gone.” 

The statement is made that fifty smaller 
Ohio banks hold spurious securities sold by 
Prior. In none of these cases will the losses 
be large. The American Bankers’ associa- 
tion has directed an investigation of the sale 
of forged bonds to see if Prior had any 
assistants in the forgery. 


Usurer Is Convicted. 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 12.—P. J. Hughes, a 
money lender, was convicted of the charge of 
usury by piety in the Criminal court here today. 
J. H. Willlameon, the prosecuting witness, 
charged that he borrowed $10 from Hughes two 
years dgo and had paid $41 In interest and stil! 
owed Hughes §20. The penalty is not more than 
a fine of $500 or ninety days in jail.

AID AT ROME IS ASKED. 


‘Chief Collins Cables Description 
of Alleged Murderer of Mrs. 
A. W. Gentry.

According to “ positive information ’’ re- 
ceived by Assistant Chief of Police Schuet- 
tler two days ago, Frauk J. Constantine, 


is now on board an ocean liner bound for 
Italy. It is upon the hope that the Italian 
euthorities will succeed in apprehending the 
man when'he reaches his destination that 
the police in the last two days have based 
their positive assertions that ‘“‘Constantine’s 
arrest is now a matter of a few days.” 

Immediately after receiving the informa- 
tion, which Was given to the police official 
by an Italian friend in Chicago, the prefect 
of police at Rome was cabled inatructions 
to afrest him and to cable any information 
regarding the supposed murderer. The cable 
was supplemented by a letter from Chief 
Collins and a full description of Constantine, 
which was mailed yesterday. 


Description Sent to Home. 
Following is the text of the letter: 


Chicago, Jan. 12.--Prefect of Police,—Dear Sir: 
Inclosed please find copy of Daily Bulletin, issued 
by this department, giving full information about 
Frank J. Constantine Jr:, wanted by this depart- 
ment. 

He is an Italian and speaks English fuentiy. H 
also speaks Italian fairly well. , 

We have positive information that he intended 
going to your country. 

Will you kindly cause inquiries to be made for 
him, and, if located, arrest Constantine, advising 
this department by cable at our expetise, and we 
will make Srranhgemerits through the diplomatic 
authorities of the United States to secure requisi- 
tion papers for his return to this country. Yours 
truly, John M. Collins, General Superintendent of 
Police. 

Although the police professed to believe 
thet Constantine’s effort to secure a pas- 
sage to Italy on the White Star line the day 
previous to the killing of Mrs. Gentry was 
to mislead any searchers for him, it since 
has been learned that he di@ purchase a 
ticket to Italy after the .killing of Mrs. 
Gentry. Upon what line the man went As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler will not say, nor 
will he disclose the source of his informa- 


tion. 
Again Called Before Police. 


One of the two Italian friends of Con- 
, Stantine, who were called into Assistant 
Chief Schuettler’s office Wednesday, the day 
the first cable wus sent to the Italian au- 
thorities, again was called before Schuettler 
in the afternoon. For more than an hour he 
was closeted with the police official, then 
left, refusing to discuss the matter. Nello 
da vinci wes the name given by tha Italian. 


: Gentry Loses Hope in Police. 


Mr. Gentry himself has lost hope of the 
police’s investigations bearing any fruit, and 
said that he would himself attempt to find 
Constantine, unless the man was arrested 
s00n.

INRBVOLT AGAING? SHEA. 


BIG SECESSION MOVEMENT OF LO- 
CAL TEAMSTERS STARTS. 


Headed by Vice President Murphy and 
Former Secretary Turley of the Na- 
tional Organization—Nearly Half of 
the Drivers’ Unions in Chicago on 
Verge of Deserting Leader of Last 
Summer’s Strike — Sympathetic 
Strikes to Help Glass Workers. 


President Cornelius P. Shea is in danger 
of losing the allegiance of nearly half the 
teamsters’ local unions in Chicago if a new 
secession movement, headed by Edward F. 
Turley, former secretary of the national or- 
ganization, and Edward Murphy, seventh 
vice president, succeeds. 

The rebellion against Shea began yester- 
day with the resignation of Murphy, who 
charges President Shea with wrecking local 
unions whose officials are opposed to his 
methods and reorganizing them with his Own 
friends at their head. 

It is declared that Shea had the books 
of the Excavating Drivers’ union confiscated 
and then charged Murphy, as business agent, 
with mismanaging the affairs of the local. 
Later, at a massmeeting called by Shea, 
the union was reorganized and Thomas Far- 
rel was elected to. succeed Murphy as. busi- 
ness agent. 


Big Revolt Is Predicted. 


Murphy held the balance of power in the 
teamsters’ convention at Philadelphia last 
August when Shea was returned to office by 
the narrow margin of four votes. Murphy 
was made seventh vice president for his ac- 
tion, but now he has repudiated Shea. 

‘‘ Twenty-five local unions of teamsters in 
Chicago, having a membership of 10,000, are 
ready to cast Shea out,” declared Murphy 
last night. ‘“‘ Meetings of these unions will 
be called shortly, and I predict that the end 
of President Shea's rule is not far off.” 

The oil wagon drivers repudiated Shea last 
Tuesday night and “ fired’’ him from their 
meeting. Murphy also claims the allegiance 
of the van, ice, furniture, beer, and bakery 
wagon drivers. 

President Shea branded the latest seces- 
sion movement as‘a “‘ weakeffort.” He said 
he ha@ removed Murphy from office because 
Murphy failed to account for nearly $5,000 
belonging to the local.

| NEW COUNTRY CLUB PLANNED; 
SEEKING LAKE FRONT SITE. 


Negotiations at Present Under Way 
for Tract of Ground Just South of 
Jackson Park. 


A new country club, to surpass in extent 
an@ equipment any similar project ever at- 
tempted in Chicago, is promised for the citi- 
zens of the south side. It was announced 
yesterday that plane were under way for a 
costly building to be erected just south of 
Jackson park on the shore of Lake Michigan. 
The property is to include a broad area of 
ground for golf, tennis, and other games, to- 
gether was a bathing beach anda restaurant 
patterned after the one at Claremont, on the 
Riverside drive in New York. 

Back of the clubhouse project are some of 
the leading business men of Chicago. The 
executive committee in charge is composed 
of Lawrence Heyworth, H. H. Honoré Jr., 
William C. Thorne, Mason B. Starring, and 
Honoré Palmer. It ie proposed to have the 
clubhouse building proper completed by 
May 1. 

py Bo to the present plans the Jack- 
son park lagoon will be used for a club har- 
bor and for the anchorage of yachts. The 
clubhouse ig to be equipped with bowling 
alleys, billiard and card rooms, baths, and re- 
ception roome. Separate cottages also will 
be built for individual members of the organ- 
ization. 

The restaurant is to be in a building sep- 
arate from the main structure. It will front 
on the lake and, it is said, will givedo patrons 
a Delmonico style of service and cuisine. 
Negotiations for the property are under way. 


SEVEN EXPRESS COMPANIES 
ABOLISH DEAD HEAD SYSTEM. 


Officials Say Franking Practice Causes 
Loss of $50,000 a Year Here—New 
Rule in Effect Next Monday. 


The big railway express companies will fol- 
low the lead of the railroads and abolish 
the ‘“‘deadhead’”’ system. The new era be- 
gins next Monday. Orders to this effect were 
received yesterday by the general agents of 
the seven companies having branches here. 

The new rule applies to the free carrying 
of all kinds of matter, except for railroads, 
where existing contracts provide otherwise. 
Included in the list of those who will suffer 
from the loss of the franking privileges are 
many municipal, state, and national poli- 
ticlans, as well as hundreds of shippers, who 
have been accustomed to receive personal 
‘‘ sourtesies " from the express companies. 

While the abuse of tile “ deadhead " system 
by congressmen partly is responsible for the 
change, according to 16cal general agents, 
this is not the chief reason given for the dis- 
continuance of express franks. The chief 
cause is declared to be an economical one. 

In the last year the “ deadheading " of ex- 
press matter from the Chicago offices alone 
ig stated to have represented a net loss to the 
companies of over $50,000a year. The total

COUNTRY RESIDENTS WILL SEE 
WORKS OF PAINTERS. 


“Circulating” Collection Put on Na- 
tional Basis by General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs — Eighty Can- 
vases and Etchings to Be Sent Out 
from Chicago on Jan. 19 for Long 
Tour, Stopping a Week at Various 
Cities, Ending at St. Paul May 31. 


By means of a “circulating art gallery ” 
on a national scale, the women of the coun- 
try living in towns and villages remote from 
art galleries of the larger cities soon will 
be enjoying the same privileges which their 
city sisters now have. 

The plan of starting a circulating or trav- 
eling art gallery has been,evolved by the 
art committee of the Generhl Federation of 
Women's Clubs, and the first consignment 
of original paintings will be started out from 
Chicago on Jan. 19. It will follow closely 
the plan of traveling libraries, and it is hoped 
will result in a liberal art education to thou- 
sands who probably rarely see anything but 
photographs or poor reproductions of the 
works of the best artists. 

The plan has been tried tentatively in the 
state limits, but now the committee has de- 
cided to try it on a national scale. 


Eighty Works in the Collection. 

Mrs. John B. Sherwood, 580 West Monroe 
street, is chairman of the committee having 
the matter in charge. She has made a col- 
lection of eighty works of art, including sixty 
water colors and a number of etchings. 

This collection has been loaned by the ar- 
tists and will be exhibited one week before 
being sent on the “ endless chain’ exhibi- 
tion. The pictures will be hung in the rooms 
of the art committee, 1223 Masonic temple. 

Chicago artists are well represented in the 
collection. A study head entitled, “* Mar- 
célle,” by Ralph Clarkson, is a painting 
never before exhibited. “ Feeding Her Pets,”’ 
by Pauline Dohn Rudolph, is a water color 
which promises to attract considerable at- 
tention. Other pictures by Chicago artists 
are “A Study,” by Frederick W. Freer; 
‘Grand Canal, Venice,’’ by Oliver Dennett 
Grover; “ Earth and Sky,” by Charles Fran- 
cis Brown, and “A Sunny Window,” by A. 
Fleury. 

Mise A. W. Jones and Mabel Packard also 
are represented in thé collection. Beside 
these there are pictures by Boston and New 
York artists and a group of water colors 
from artists in Texas, Colorado, and other 
western states. Among the etchings Ben 
Blésgum's ‘“ Akers River’ was pronounced 
one of the best in the collection. 


One Week at Each Place. 


The pictures will be sent to the various 
women’s clubs and will be on view a week at 
each place. They go first to Binghamton, 
N. Y.,. and will wind up at St. Paul, Minn., on 
May 31, at the Minnesota state convention of 
women’s clubs. From there they wilt be re- 
turned to Chicago and a new collection sent 
out. ;

SCHOOL BOARD COMMITTEE 
DEBATES WEST SIDE SITE. 


Further Consideration of Administration 
Building Plans Deferred for Two 
Weeks on Mr. Ritter’s Motion. 


Further consideration of the project to erect 
an administration building for the board of 
education: was deferred for two weeks yes- 
terday after the building and grounds com 
mittee had discussed it for two hours. 

The controversy. centered around the propo- 
sition to erect the building on the Monroe 
street site, near Halsted street. Trustee Rit- 
ter, with a plea that he desired more light 
on the matter, moved delay for two weeks. 
Trustees Duddleston and Mrs. Keough voted 
against postponement. Trustees White and 
Spiegel led in the opposition to the west side 
site. 

Rebuke for Aldermen.—The buildings 
and grounds committee took up the resolu- 
tion adopted recently by the council school 
“anergy which demands that the school 
board send word to the aldermen when new 
buildings or additions are desired. “‘If you 
eoncur in that do you know what you are 
up against?” said Trustee R.A. White. “ Do 
you know just what that means? It is just 
the first move of the aldermen to control the 
schools and the school appropriations.” Trus- 
tees Duddileston and Spiegel also opposed it 
and it was tabled. 

War on Tuberculbosis.—Action was tak- 
en by the school management committee 
which makes it possible that any child af- 
flicted with tuberculosis can be taken from 
the schools. When a case of tuberculosis 
is suspected the principal must report it to 
the superintendent of schools. After the 
parents of the child are notified the pupil 
will be examined by medical inspectors of 
the child study department. The parents 
will be allowed to have their family physi- 
cian present if they so desire. 

School to Bear Tuley’s Name.—A rec- 
ommendation of the committee on sites that 
Northwest Division High school be renamed 
the Murray F. Tuley High school was adopt- 
ed unanimously.

Walter H. Wilson in Address Before

WOMAN AND SEGRE GOR 


DISAPPEAR STRANGELY AS 
CAME FOUR YEARS AGO. 


Mrs. Florence Es De-Hasey Missing 
from 10038 Warren Avenue, Where 
She Arrived in 10902 with Her Hee- 
band, Who Had Been Fatally In- 
jured in Street Car Accident—Chiid 
Born After Man’s Death Survives 
Only a Year. 


The strange disappearance of Mrs. Flor- 
ence Es De H , 1008 Warren avenue, fol- 
lowing long continued brooding over the loss 
of her child,' has led her friends to fear that 
she may havé sought forgetfulness of her 
troubles by ending her own life. The young 
woman was a governess in the family of 
Dr. Charles Bruce Walis, at the Warren 
avenue address, and came to the residence 
four years ago under circumstances which 
now, in the light of her sudden leaving, serve 
to deepen the mystery of her disappearance. 

The story of the young woman's expert- 
ences is a tragedy. Four years ago her hus- 
band was brought to Dr. Wallis’ office, fatally 
injured in a street car accident, and died 
several hours later. With him was his young 
wife, who was uninjured, but the sheck of 
‘her husband’s death caused a serious illness 
and she lingered between life and death. Dur- 
ing the period of her convalescence the doctor 
and’ his wife became attached to her, and 
asked to make her home with them. 


Veils Her Past in Secrecy. 

Evidently a woman of refinement, but veil- 
ing her past in secrecy, she remained in the 
family and was much beloved by the aged 
physician and his wife, who looked upon her 
asa daughter. She grew more and more into 
the hearts of her foster parents and their own 
two children, Five months later a child was 
born to her. For the succeéding year she 
was happier, but at the end of the year it 
died. She was overwhelmed with grief and 
mourned constantly for the child, and the two 
years which followed did little to assuage her 
grief. Then a foster child was brought to 
the doctor’s home and was cared for until its 
parents could be found. The waif seemed to 
fiji the place in her affections left yacant by 
the death of her own child, and when its par- 
ents came for it her grief was redoubled. 

Dr. Walls, a scholarly physician of the old 
school, grew to depend upon the soft spoken, 
fragile woman who read aloud to him in ‘his 
study and always knew where to find his 
books and manuscripts, and when he saw 
her sinking under the weight of her grief 
he did all in his power to brighten her life, 
but it was useless, 


“Auntie Flo” Disappears. 


One day, last September, the family found 
that “‘ Auntie Flo” had gone. They waited 
patiently through the weeks that followed, 
expecting some word of her to come, but 
they learned nothing, and then they began a 
search. 

Nothing of her antecedents before coming 
to the Walls home was known and the search 
was fruitless. As a last resort an advertise- 
ment was inse in the Chicago papers 
yesterday saying, ‘‘ Florence, don’t you want 
to come home?’ 

“We always told the girl,” said Dr. Wallis 
last evening, “ that she always could find a 
home with us. She mourned so constantly 
for her husband and child that she was al- 
most unbalanced at times, and I fear some 
harm may have come to her.”

His resignation has 
been accepted, but no successor has been 
named. Last evéning the board held a long 
conference at 7214 Prinecton avenue to ar- 
range for the future of the church. 

It was alleged by some of the members of 
the parish that Dr. Knott had been asked to 
resign, but this statement was denied by 
the pastor and by the vestry. Rumors of 
dissension in the church also were denied 
strongly. « 

“T résigned because I was overtaxed with 
the work,” declared Dr. Knott fn the even- 
ing. “ There was no dissatisfaction that I 
know of. I shall leave for a new parish 
Feb. 1, but I do not desire to announce my 
future planes now.”’ 

Dr. Knott came to Chicago from Kentucky 
two years ago. He is 32 years old and has 
a wife and two children. He said that the

Contractor Demands Payment of — 
$137,000 Judgment Against 
the City. 


The council finance committee is conteme 
plating 4 retorm in the office of the corpora+ — 
tion counsel. For the last few years this 
office has been an exception to all other de- 
partments in the city hall in that it received 
its appropriation In a lamp sum, the codr- 
poration counsel distributing the money a8 
he saw fit, while In other offices the appro- 
priations were itemized. ’ . 

The plan worked well enough under Cor 
poration Counsels Walker and Tolman, whe 
were careful of the money allowed them 
and managed to turn back a surplus into the 
city treasury each year. 3 

During the last year, however, there have 
been two appeals to the committee for money 
to make up deficits in the office, due to the 
employment of various kinds of expensive 
special counsel, and the committee has made 
up its mind the best thing to do is to put this 
office on the same plane with all others by 
dividing the appropriation into the needed 
number of parts, specifying the amount and 
mission of each part, and insisting the cor- | 
poration counsel stay inside the amounts. 

“I don’t see what else we can do,"’ was the 
remark of Chairman Bennett. 


Year’s Funds Are Exhausted. 


The law department not only has exhausted 
its funds and found it necessary to overdraw 
on ifs account to the extent of $25.000. but m 
the estimate made for 1906 the department 
wants ar increase of about $20,000 over last 
year’s appropriation. There is 88.200 in 
unpaid bills from 1905. and im addition to 
this the bills of the special traction counsel.

President’s Prospective Son-in- 
Law Tells House Islanders 
Are Hopeless. 


_ DROP THEM, IS HIS ADVICE 


Congressman, After a Personal 
Study, Says They Are Away 
Beyond Redemption. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—Congressman 
Longworth of Ohio, who will soon be Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's son-in-law, injected some 
color into the Philippine tariff debate in the 
house today. | 

Mr. Longworth declared himself in favor 
of the bill as the best and easiest method of 


, pecufing self-government for the Filipino. 


When the Filipino had secured that, Mr. 
Longworth declared, he personally would 
be glad to see this country drop the islands 
and wash its hands of the whole business. 

In a fifteen minute speech that held the 
attention of the house Mr. Longworth gave 
his impressions of the Filipino, an impres- 
sion based on close range study during his 
trip to the islands last summer. His speech 
was a biting castigation of the Filipino char- 
acter, in which the only redeeming feature 
he found was love of family and home. | 


Drop Them Quick, His Advice. 

"I, for one,” declared Mr. Longworth, 
“*am not in favor of holding the Philippine 
islands as a part of the United States a mo- 
ment longer than we absolutely have to.” 

This statement was met with general ap- 
plause, but particularly democratic. 

“TI am in favor of turning those islands 
over to the Filipino people,’ continued Mr. 
Longworth, “to govern themselves at the. 
first moment that they have proved to us 
they are capable of governing themselves. 
How soon that time may come Providence 
alone knows, but I say the eooner the better. 

“To speed that moment I am in favor of 
this nation doing everything it can do to give 
them material benefits to uplift them men- 


. » tally and morally.”

BLOW TO GREENE AND GAYNOR. 


Judge Speer Overrules Demurrers of De- 
fendants to Indictment and De- 
cides Jurisdiction. 


Savannah, Ga., Jan. 12.—There were two 
important developments in the trial'of the 
Greene and Gaynor case today. Onaof these 
was the decision of Judge Speer on the pleas 
of defendants to the jurisdiction of the court; 
the other the order of the court overruling 
the demurrers of the defendants to indict- 
ment 371. The grounds of the Semurrer 
were numerous, the most important being 
that the indictment was not found within 
three years after the commission of the al-

fix a time limit for a power which did not in- 
volve of itself the fixing of any period of time. 
In the second place, the mere mention of a 
time limit in respect to a new delegation of 
power cannot be construed as abolishing an 
already existing power into which the ele- 
ment of time did not enter at all. 


Limit for Each Franchise. | 

Finally tt was held that thé legislature, 
having in the exercise of its sovereignty fixed 
a time limit for the entire franchise of each 
of the street car companies, manifestly it did 
not propose to discredit its own work and 
create confusion by a general provision 
applicable to all cities and villages of Illinois 
fegarding the exercise of powers essenTlally 
different from those already conferred upon 
the common council of Chicago by the acts 
of 1859, 1861, and 1865. 

In deciding the case in the Circuit court 
Judge Grosscup Maela that the withdrawal 
from the North and West Side railroad com- 
pany, as a result of the cities and villages act 
of 1872, of the right to make extensions under 
the terms of their special charter, was not 
in contravention of the constitutional pro- 
vision forbidding the passage ofa law im- 
_paifing the obligation of contracts, nor did it 
deprive anybody of property within the 
meaning of the fourteenth amendment. 

The court held in substance also that in- 
asmuch as no extensions could be granted 
except by permission of the city council there 
was no property right involved and could be 
none until after the city council had acted. 


Object of Original Grant. 


On this point’the street car argument, as 
presented to the Supreme court, was that 
the extension of street railways within the 
particular territory they were created to 
serve was a part of the main object of the 
original grant. In the second place, it was 
insisted that the franchise which provided 


state, notwithstanding the fact that some 
discretion was reserved to the city council 
as to the location of routes. 

In the third place it was argued that the 
function of designing the routes originally 
was vested in the common council, which 
was a body amenable to legal processes, and 
thus there was a legaYremedy by whicls the 
companies could secure the enjoyment of 
the right created by the contract itself. 

In the fourth place, it was argued that while 
the legislature might modify the machinery 
it could not go to the extent of abolishing 
the legal remedy. Therefore, as the legis- 
lature could not abolish the functions of the 
gommon council it could not make their 
exercise dependent in any way upon such 
condition as to change the actual substance 
of an original franchise. Finally, it was 
insisted that time was fust as much an ele- 
ment in the original franchise as the terri- 
torial limits or characte of the business to 
be conducted under it. 

John 8. Miller made a brief argument in 
behalf of the street car system he repre- 
sents, He took the grourd that after the 
passage of the act of 1865, which is the nine- 
ty-nine year law, the charters of all com- 
panies in existence were extended for a peri- 
od of ninety-nine years. This, he insisted, 
carried with it all contracts and fran- 
chises, with the city as an agent of the state. 
Thereafter the function of the city council 
was purely administrative. The act of the 
legislature intended merely that it should 
select the routes for the various extensions 
whenever the street car companies were 
ready to make them. 


Clarence Darrow’s Argument. 


The opening argument for the city was 
made by Clarence 8. Darrow. He went into 
the general question of jurisdiction, and fol- 
lowed with an argument on the charter pow- 
ers of the city. One of the strong points he 
made was at the outset of hisargument, that 
what is known as the ancillary b:.1 which was 
filed in the first place by the receivers should 
have been dismissed by the court for lack of 


record which showed upon its face manifest 
collusion and an attempted imposition of a 
fraud upon the court. 

Mr. Darrow held the attention of the 8Su- 
preme court closely while he explained that 
on April 22, 1908 three preecipes were filed 
in the Federal Circuit court of Chicago 
against the Union Traction company and the 
north and west side underlying companies. 
On the same day a summons was issued and 
served at noon on the presidents of all three 
companies. All three summonses were 
served by the same deputy, apparently at 
the same hour, and Mr. Darrow insisted that 
it was a fair inference from the record itself 
that the three defendants were close to- 
gether at the time by a previous understand- 
ing. 

On the same day W. W. Gurley appeared for 
all the defendants, waived a jury, and sub- 
mitted the case to the court for an immediate 
trial. On that day also the court entered 
an order in which it was recited that he had 
heard the cases and had rendered judgment. 
In the afternoon of this same eventful day 
‘a preecipe was filed with the clerk for the 
issye of the execution. Thereupon the 
marshal presented the executions to James 


the three companies, and as they refused pay 
the writs were returned unsatisfigd. There- 
upon judgment against the Union Traction 
company was rendered on a note for $317,000, 
which was dated only two days vefore. Other 


aggregating upward of a million dollars, one 
of which for $100,000 was dated April 20 and 
was payable in New York. 


Further Proof of Collusion. 

For the purpose of showing collusion Mr. 
Darrow called attention to the fact that the 
North Chicago and West Chicago compa- 
nies had leased all their properties to the 
Union Traction company years before, and 
yet they pretended to execute the notes and 
have them discounted in New York within 
two days before the rendering of the judg- 
ment in the Circuit court. 

Mr. Darrow insisted that all these notes 
had been made and given as part of a plan 
to throw the case into the federal court and 
thus to escape the jurisdiction of the Illinois 
court, whose decisions all had been unfavor- 
able to the continuance of the franchises 
granted under the ninety-nine year law. — 

The distinguished justices of the Supreme 
court manifestly were interested in this 
charge of collusion, and several of them 
asked why it had not been set up in the trial 
of the case in the court below. Mr. Darrow 
jnsisted that an attempt had been made to do 
this, but without success.

General Powers of the City. 


-On the general principle of the powers of 
the city council Mr. Darrow tool the ground 
that, under the revised charter of 1851, the 
common council had authority to pass ordi- 
nances granting the privilege of constructing 
and operating street railroads on the streets 
of Chicago and to prescribe the terms and 
conditions of these grants. 

Following out this line of argument, he in- 
sisted that the street car companies derived 
their right to operate’ lines in the city of 
Chicago from the city and not from the state. 
The street railroads received no power from 
the state except the right to be incorporated. 
The legislature intended to give the city of 
Chicago the right to control its own streets, 
and it was under these original acts that 
the firet ordinance was passed in and 
the firet street car iine constructed. 

Taking up the question of the true con- 
struction of the celebrated ninety-nine year 
law, which was passed in 1865, Mr. Darrow 
in behalf of the city enunciated the doctrine 
that the first section of that law did nothing 
whatever except to extend the corporate 
lives of the Chicago City railway company 
and the Chicago West Division railway com- 
pany from twenty-five years to ninety-nine 
years. Under section 1, therefore, nothing 
was done except to extend the corporate life 
to ninety-nine years. This is the only sec- 
tion which mentions a definite period, and it 
is not connected in any way with any grant 
made by Chicago for the use of its streets, but 
is capa ateai to the question of corporate life 
only. 


City’s View of 99 Year Act. 


Under section 2 of the act of 18665 the rall- 
way companies were given general power 
to construct, maintain, and operate street 
railroads in the city of Chicago. But the 
power stopped right there. There was no 
grant of powers to. the railroad company 
to locate on a single street. On the con- 
trary, the section distinctly recognizes the 
power of the city to locate railways on its 
own streets. It is Chicago which locates, 
not the railway companies. The act au- 
thorizes the railway company to construct a 
railroad, but only on such streets as the 
council had previously authorized, or might 
thereafter authorize. 

Furthermore, the same section recognized 
the power of the city of Chicago to arrange 
by contract all the “‘ terms, conditions, rights, 
privileges, immunities, and exemptions,” 
and Mr. Darrow properly asked whether time 
would not be one of the most valuable ma- 
terial terms of contract and the one thing 
which naturally would suggest itself first 
of all, 

In conclusion Mr. Darrow insisted that 
the law of 1865 specifically and carefully 
guarded the rights of the city contract with 
the street car company. He argued that 
nothing could be fairer than to leave to the 
two persons in interest the right to con- 
tract between each other as to the condi- 
tions upon which the company should main- 
tain and construct its lines. If the ninety- 
nine year act of 1865 can be construed as 
postponing the Gate upon which the 
city of Chicago is entitled under the original 
charter to purchase the railway property, 
then this act of 1865 impairs the obligation 
of the city to contract with the company 
and deprives the city of its property with- 
@ut due process of law and in violation of 
the constitution of the United States and 
of the state of Illinois. 


Darrow’s Argument Is Plain. 


Mr. Darrow made a clean, forcible, and ex- 
tremely plain argument which was listened 
to with great attention by the justices. Their 
only questions wére in the direction of help, 
ing along his argument. He was followed 
by Glenn EB. Plumb, also in behalf of the 
city, who paid particular attention to the 
question of the probable invalidity of the 
leases by means of which the Union Trac- 
tion company acquires its rights to the 
streets, and, secondly, the question as to 
whether the ninety-nine year act, even if 
held to operate in whole or part, cancels 
anything more than the operation of cars 
drawn by horses,’ which was the motive 
power contemplated under the original law. 

Incidentally, Mr. Plumb called attention to 
the fact that the revised city charter of 


of the act of 1865, reaffirmed and in the most 
explicit language defined and declared the 
right of the common council of the city of 
Chicago to pass ordinances authorizing the 
use of streets by the City railway company. 
This charter authorized the city to fix the 
“ expiration of such grant.”’ In this it was 
made completely evident that the under- 
standing and intent of the legislature was 
that it had not attempted to extend the term 
of any railway,street ordinances by the act 
of 1865, but haf done nothing more than to 
extend the corporate life of the street car 
companies to ninety-nine years, leaving them 
to deal with the city counci] the same as 
ever. 


Validity of the Leases. 


As regards the question of validity of the 
different leases, Mr. Plumb called the atten- 
tion of the court to the fact that in July, 
1863, certain lines which originally were 
granted to the City railway company wer? 
transferred to the West Division company. 
The City railway company was inccrporated 
under the act of 1859,.and there was nothing 
in that act showing any authority on the 
part of that corporation to assign any part or 
all of its franchises. 

Furthermore, it was alleged that the leases 
under which the Union Traction ccmpany 
claims rights in the streets also are void. 

It is claimed on behalf of the street car 
company that they received legislative au- 
thority to execute the leases in pursuance of 
an act of Feb. 12, 1855, which was intended, 
according to its title, “To enable railroad 
companies to.enter into operative contracts 
and to borrow money.”’ 

Mr. Plumb contended that the title itself 
limited the operation of the act and that 
manifestly only such leases or operative 
contracts were authorized “ as shall be neces- 
sary and convenient for carrying into effect 
the subject of this act.” 

This object is disclosed in the third section, 
which provides that the railroads sha!l have 
power to borrow money and to morigage their 
‘property to provide means for their construc- 
tion or operation. The act does not attempt 
to authorize the railroad companies to make 
leases of their franchises, but only to lease 
the roads themselves for the purposes of 
operation, and this power is further restricted 
to such leases as may be necessary and con- 
venient for carrying into effect the cbject of 
the act. 

Only for Horse Cars.

Brings Out Strong Point. 

Justice Holmes and other members of the 
court asked questions which enabled Mr. 
Plumb to make a strong point, under which 
he showed that by the acts of 1850, 1861, and 
1865 the north and west side companies were 
authorized to operate railways only. 
These acts did not conf the companies 
any authority to operate cable or electric 
railways. 

Finally Mr. Plumb argued that the contract 
between the city and the companies author- 
fzing the change from animal to electric 
power limited the grants specifically tguthe 
term of the duration which the city had 
named in the previous ordinances‘and that 
the permission to change the motive power 
manifestly was not affected in any way by 
the ninety-nine year act. 

In response to Justice Holmes in partic- 
ular, Mr. Plumb said in accepting the power 
of the ordinance of 1888 the west side com- 
pany expressly agreed to the time limit and 
was at the end of the time limit that the 
company agreed to remove its tracks. 

The point made, of course, was that what- 
ever rights the companies bad under the old 
horse power they had no corporate capacity 
to accept permission from the city of Chi- 
cago to operate their cars by other than ani- 
mals. Furthermore, that permission to oper- 
ate by electric power had expired or was 


“about to expire in almost every case and as 


the companies had waived their right to use 
animals when they accepted the power ordi- 
nance they had asa matter of course divested 
themselves of all rights they may have hed, 
if any, under the original ninety-nine year 
act.

SANTO DOMINGO CITY, Jan. 12.—Carlos 
F. Morales, the runaway president of Santo 
Domingo, was a refugee in the United States 
legation in this city last night, wounded 
and bearing other evidences of the misfor- 
tunes which have pursued him since he fled 
from the capital three weeks ago. 

Morales was brought to the legation under 
cover of darkness last night. He was help- 
less, one of his legs having been broken dur- 
ing his sojourn in the mountains west of 
the city. He appealed to United States Min- 
ister Thomas C. Dawson for a guarantee 
of safety. He was promised safe conduct 
from the country on condition that he re- 
signed immediately. 

Today, after discussing his plight in the 
legation, Morales tendered his resignation. 
He immediately was escorted on board the 
United States gunboat Dubuque, which will 
convey him to San Juan, Porto Rico. The 
former president is accompanied by Enrique 
Jiminez. 

Vice President Caceres, who has been act- 
ing as president since Gen. Morales fled from 
the cApital, is now, according to the con- 
stitution, president of Santo Domingo. The 
change in the government does not imperil 
the negotiations for a treaty between Santo 
Domingo and the United States. Gen. 
Caceres is favorably inclined toward the 
ratification of the agreement reached.

Tug in Thrilling Sea Fight. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 12.—Struggling 
desperately all the night against the terrific’ 
southwest gale that swept upon the coast 
yesterday afternoon, the tug Sea Rover 
clung to a dredger and two lighters upon 
which were thirty-five workmen bound for 
San Pedro until it was beaten back in the 
breakers on Duxbury reef and was com- 
pelled to abandon the unwieldly craft. 

Before leaving ite charges, however, the 
Sea Rover succeeded in saving eight of the 
men on the barges, several of whom jumped 
into the sea and swam to the tug. One or 
two were seriously injured, 

The other twenty-seven men succeeded in 
reaching the shore of Bolinas bay in the 
small boats which were carried on the 
dredges and lighters. 

The tugs Sea Rover, Liberty, and Sea 
Queen left here yesterday with the dredger 
and lighters in tow for San Pedro, where 
the North American Dredging company had 
taken the contract to deepen the inner 
harbor. 


Struggle All 


Soon after getting out the wind rose and 
there was a heavy swell. The combined ef- 
forts of the tugs were necessary to keep the 
three scows from fouling the lightship. De- 
spite this fact, the Sea Queen and Liberty 
left the Sea Rover alone to start on the jour- 
ney south. They came in last night and re- 
ported all well with their congort. 

Soon after dark itibecame evident that the 
position of the four vessels was extremely 
critical. It was proposed to cut the haw- 
sers and run for it, leaving the scows to their 
fate, but Capt. Fitchworth of the Sea Rover 
would not hear of giving up as long as there 
was hope, and continued the struggle against 
the ‘storm until daylight, when the seamen 
saw they were between the double point and 
Duxbury reef, and that a disaster seemed 
inevitable.

Armenian seminary here, following the 
throwing of two bombs from that institution 
at a passing patrol.

His Wish *“‘To Be Part of It 100 
Years Hence” Taken as 
Choice of Tomb. 


“T should like to be a part of it 100 years 
from now.”’ 

Thus spoke Dr. William Rainey Harper 

on an afternoon a month before his death as 
he lay on his bed and studied the broad ex- 
panse of the Midway Plaisance, bounded on 
either side by a mile’s stretch of property 
belonging to the U niversity of Chicago—his 
enduring monument. 

This declaration came as the conclusion 
to hig musings on the possibilities of the 
future for the university, the possibilities of 
the Midway as a center for the campus of 
his $50,000,000 institution. 

The man who was seated at his bedside 
that afternoon understood at the time that 
the president was expressing his wish to be 
buried on the university campus. He wanted 
to be “a part of it ’’—that his bones should 
lie near the institution of his own origin and 
making. 


Omits Mention in Funeral Plan. 


Nowhere in his funeral arrangements, which 
he himself drew up and signed the day be- 
fore he passed away, is mention made of the 
Place where he desired to be put torest. His 
family has planned to take his body to Oak- 
woods to be placed in the receiving vault until 
spring 


Sentiment among the university faculty, 
his friends, and the students is that the body 
of the educator at some future date should 
be removed to the campus and placed either 
‘in a mausoleum or in a crypt built in a 
- Memorial building. 

“Tt is the proper thing that the maker 
ghould..rest near the great thing he has 
-made,”’ said Dr. Thomas W. Goodspeed, reg- 
ister of the university and one of Dr. Har- 
per’s warmest friends. “I hope that his 
_. bedy will be placed in a crypt in some great 
~ memorial building to be erected on the cam- 

And I would consider it magnificent if 
the funds for the construction of this build- 
ing could be raised by 4 popular collection 
from all the world, for Dr. Harper did not 
belong to us alone, but to all the worid.” 

Talk of a mausoleum similar to the one on 
the Stanford university campus weakened 
before the agitation for a memorial build- 
ing. A chapel like the abbeys of England 
Was mentioned. Maj. Rust, one of the trus- 
tees, said: 

* &A memorial chapel, a memorial admin- 
istration building. or a memorial library 
might be built to his honor. All three build- 
ings already have been planned and any one 
of the three would be a suitable resting 
place.” 

It is likely that the alumni of the uni- 
versity will start the movement for the col- 
lection of a popular fund for the erection 
of @ memorial building. A meeting of the 
executive committee of the alumni has been 
called for this afternoon by Arthur E. Bestor.

NO ATTEMPT AT DISGUISE. 
All Comers Are Welcomed, While 
Patrolmen Walk Calmly 
Past the Door.

Chief Collins says in a loud voice there is 
no open gambling in Chicago. But the evi- 
dence of one’s eyes leads to the conclusion 
that the chief has made a slight mistake. 
As recently as last evening open gambling 
was seen within the loop, and almost in the 
presence of policemen in uniform. 

At the Vienna café, which succeeded the 
Vienna club, when the police ostensibly 
frightened the life out of the gamblers by 
wholesale closures, Proprietor Arthur Boady 
was giving a ‘‘ banquet as a token of grati- 
tude to his generous patrons.”” The café, 
where a 25 cent table d’héte meal is seryed 
at noon, is at 258 State street. The dinner 
was not spread until midnight, but long be- 
fore that hour a “ game’’ was in progress. 

Before the hour of the. repast four green 
baize tables were surroun by more than 
a score of players. Around the sides of the 
room on the third floor three times that 
number of men smoked and watched the cel- 
luloide change hands. The game, while not 
to be called a “ stiff” one, varied in ite lim- 
it from $2 to $6, and nearly $1,000 wae won 
and lost during the evening. 


Game Not at All “‘Private.’’ 

Chief Collins says that what gambling 
takes place in Chicago is of the “ private 
family’ sort. The State street house of 
chance was not private in any sense of the 
word. The tip had been passed that a “ live 
smoker ”’ was ‘ton,’ and a week ago printed 
invitations were sent out to more than 500 
known devotees of the pasteboards and chips. 

No sentries or lookouts were posted. The 
only obstacle to the entrance of the police 
into the room was the presence of Bondy, 
the proprietor, near the head of the stairs, 
where he welcomed all comers. The street 
door was wide open afid the stairs were 
brightly Nghted. More than 200 men passed 
up and down them during the evening. 

Within fifty feet of the door stood two 
honest looking policemen chatting together, 
and across the street another walked up 
and down examining the windows of a de- 
partment store. Once he turned casually 
and looked as if in curiosity at the shuttered 
windows on the third floor of 258. The light 
streamed brightly through .ue crevices. 

Reluctant to Raid Hotels. 

Chief Collins reported, earlier in the day, 
that he was reluctant to raid the games in 
many of the downtown hotels. He also was 
confident that nothing that might be called 
“open gambling ” exists in Chicago, and said 
there are no games to which a stranger may 
secure admission without proper credentials.

Sixth Field Battery of Artillery Ar- 
vives at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., 
After Covering the Extire Distance 
from Wort Riley, Has., on Foot 
Men Are Bagseé and Tatterea 
Clothing Is Thick with Muéd—Nine- 
ty Miles Through os Bliscardé. 


Houston, Tex., Jan. 12.~The Sixth battery 
of the* United States artillery, commanded 
by Capt. G. W. Gatchell, reached Fort Sam 


in fitty-five days. 

The battery was compelied to make severa) 
detours in order to evade bad roads and un- 
usually rough country. This made the dis- 
tance which it actually covered considerably 
lcnger than by rail. 

It ie asserted by army men here that it is 
by far the longest practice march ever made 
by artillery tn time of peace, and that no 
forced march in time of war, with the excep- 
tion of Napoleon’s retreat from Moscow, com- 
pares with it in distance. 


Soldiers in Tatters. 

The artillerymen of the Sixth battery were 
@ sorry appearing set of men when they ar- 
rived here. Their clothing was in tatters and 
go covered with mud and dirt that the color 
of the cloth eould not be distinguished. The 
men are haggard and lean. Many of them 
were scarcely able to travel. The horges re- 
sembled moving skeletons. 

The battery encountered severe rains and 
floods in Indian territory and north Texas. 
They had a hard time fording some of the 
streams owing to their swollen condition. 


March in a Blizzard. 


A blizzard swept down upon the battery ' 


last Monday’ marning just after it left Aus- 
tin. It continued during nearly all of the 
remainder of the march to San Antonio, 
about ninety miles. The man walked nearly 
the whole distance in order to keep warm. 

The battery lost one man, a private, during 
the march. He died in the hospital at Aus- 
tin from malaria. due, according to the state- 
ment of physicians who attended him, to 
the exposure and hardships encountered on 
the march.

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MUNICIPAL BONDAGE TO PARTIES. 

Few things inhuman conduct are stranger 
than the operations of “ party loyalty.” It 
makes good men apologists for and tools of 
the political manipulator. It blinds them to 
obvious civic duty. It is a disguise of vir- 
tue, under which the exploiter of political 
er successfully cloaks and plies his 

5 Aon It is a stumbling block in the road 

of municipal independence and progress. 

This was the drift of reports on Thursday 
from nearly a score of cities represented at 
the civic conference in this city. The people 
are, it was said, unable to get g chance to 
rote at the polls for such candidates as they 
wish to vote for, because, directly or indi- 
rectly, nominations are more or less com- 
* pletely. controlled by the regular party or- 
ganizations. 
party tom toms, juggle with empty party 
watchwords, and. seek to line up voters by 
conjuring up a fictitious dependence of state 
or national elections upon local elections. 
Despite: the” presumption that men are ra- 
tional they are perpetually made fools of 
thus at the city polling booth. “ City elec- 
tions in American municipalities,” said Mr. 
Elliott H. Pendleton of Cincinnati, “ are 
_ eontrolled absolutely by the nationa) poli- 
tical parties.” 

This is by no means so true in every 
American city as it has been—until since 
the November election—in Cincinnati. Yet 
the difference is everywhere a question of 
degree only. The universal tendency is for 
the teal and vital interests of local govern- 
_ ment to be suppressed and exploited by and 
' for the benefit of party organization. To- 
ronto, where there are practically free ngmi- 
nations for municipal office and no party or- 
ganizations behind the candidate is, so 
far as reported, the only exception to this 
general situation. The revolt against this 
tyranny has, however, gathered threatening 
momentum, and the conference in question 
is the first to consider the need and means 
for extending that revolt and making it more 
effective. 

The revolt has taken two forms. It has 
shown itself in much independent voting in 
Chicago and other cities during recent years, 
and in such electoral upheavals as those of 
Cincinnati, Philadelphia,-and New York 
last November... It has also shown itself in 
such examples of nonpartisan administra- 
tions as that of Mayor Sweet in Grand 
Rapids. Although elected on.the demo- 
cratic ticket, he has broken with the “ or- 
ganization” and has appointed to office the 
best men he could select, irrespective of 
party claims. Of course independents are 
more anxious than is either party for his 
renomination. 

The Chicago conference was composed of 
- pepresentatives not of academic but of “ mil- 
itant”’ nonpartisan organizations. Its sub- 
ject was not municipal government in gen- 
eral, but. only the extent to which and the 
means by which municipal politics should 
be separated from ‘national party politics. 
The subject well deservesexclusive consid- 
eration by such a pe of pretties! political 
reformers. 


THE GOOD OF THE KIRMESS. 

Now that the kirmess is over, and as 
an affair of yesterday is less conspicu- 
ous as a pageant than as a charitable en- 
terprise, the breed of little critics who make 
themselves heard after the event, like crick- 
ets chirping amid the stubble of the wheat, 
are wondering if this important sotial event 
of the winter really should not be included 
in that multiple of sine which the cloak of 
charity is supposed to cover. They hold up 
their hands in horror at the initia] cost of it 
and question if it would not have been better 
if people who were interested had sub- 
scribed outright the money needed. 

They overlook the fact that Charity, like 
the individual, gains in repute when put in 
a position where she confers social favors as 
well as receives them. She is more attrac- 
tive as a Lady Bountiful, well dressed and 
_ gracious, than as @ jenn and ragged beggar 
‘with outstretched hand. 

- -Oharity as the mere giving of alms which 
ome can well afford to give has in any case 
but a monetary value: the gift has little soul 
worth, though it may be of great practical 
benefit. Sometimes a contribution to public

Entertainments given for charity have, 
moreover, an educative force in social life. 
The débutante who dances in the kirmess, 
presides at booths, or takes part in amateur 
theatricals in the interest of some public 
good receives kindergarten instruction as 
to her sisterly relationship toward the 
wretched. Her attention is directed into a 
new channel of womanlinese—her obliga- 
tion to the unfortunate residents of the com- 
munity wherein she dwells. Wducators of 
the young have come to understand that 
many of the best lessons of life are learned 
in hours of play. The same principle holds 
trne for children of a larger growth. 

Charity engenders charity, moreover, ina 
curious way. In every board of directors of 
a charitable movement are members who 
belong also to other similar boards. Favors 
between them become reciprocal, by natural 
courtesy; one who sells.a ticket buys a 
ticket; so that in the good fortune of one in- 
stitution many institutions -share. And,-' 
since eyery director is leaven among his ac- 
quaintances, benevolences become strength- 
ened constantly by better appreciation of’ 
their purposes, and by a more general and 
intelligent support. 


ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 


For a long time a large and influential 
section of the English press has been trying 
to excite the animosity of the people of Eng- 
land against Germany by incessantly din- 
ning into their ears that German sentiment 
and intentions are incurably hostile to Eng- 
land. Simultaneously a large section of the. 
German press has been trying to arouse Ger- 
man feeling against England by. daily tell- 
ing its readers that England only awaits a 
good opportunity to strike a blow which shall 
crush the rising German navy and check 
German industrial and commercial progress. 
Such talk is dangerous. It is almost certain 
in time to accomplish its object, that of mak- 
ing the two nations suspect and hate each 
other, and when spirited and powerful na- 
tions get to suspecting and hating each other 
trouble is likely to result. They then become 
Hotspurs that will ‘‘ quibble on the ninth 
part of a hair,” and, unfortunately, in this 
complex modern world causes—or pretexts— 
of offense are always sure to arise. 

Recognizing the perils of the situation, 
forty-four of the most prominent Germans 
engaged in literature, science, art, and the 
liberal professions have joined in a novel 
and remarkable address to the English peo- 
ple. They give the most emphatic assur- 
ances that, regardless of what the press may 
say to the contrary, there is,:no deepseated 
or widespread ill feeling in Germany against 
England at. the present time. Neither the 
German people nor the German government, 
they say, wishes or aims at any bfit the 
friendliest relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

This.address should produce a good effect. 
There can be little question that it expresses 
the true‘sentiments of the German people, 
and every enlightened Englishman must 
agree with its authors that there exists no 
| valid ground of war. That feeling certain- 
ly is generally shared in the United States. 
It isn’t conceivable that anything can arise 
which shall cause war between. the United 
States and Germany, and no more does there 
seem to be any occasion for war between 
England and Germany. There was some ill 
feeling towards Germany in the United 
States arising out of what was considered 
a German admiral’s tactless or meddlesome 
conduct in Manila bay after Dewey's vic- 
tory. That has passed away and no new 
cause of irritation has arisen. There is, as 
regards the new German tariff, a feeling 
that it will bear heavily on Amegican prod- 
ucts, but Germany is simply exercising its 
commercial rights, just as the United States 
does when it levies a high tariff on Gérman 
products. 

Only a young man can look with tolerable 
composure on the prospect of a conflict be- 
tween two great countries. Those who 
know anything about the horrors of war do 
not wish to see England and Germany in- 
volved in strife. The love of peace is in 
creasing among all ‘intelligent people, and 
every new war only deepens their detesta- 
tion of Bloodshed. It would be a crime 
against humanity for Englishmen and Ger- 
mans to drop the implements of industry 
and take up arms. The great mass of the 
peoples of both countries verse to war, 
and where the power of puBlic sentiment is 
as great as it is in England and Germany 
the will of the people is likely to prevail. 


RAILWAYS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


One of the chief needs—perhaps the chief 
need—of the Philippine islands is adequate 
means of transpprtation. The people can- 
rot be prosperous until they can get their 
productions to market. They cannot do 
that without roads, railways, ships. The 
Philippine government is making the best 
“speed it can to provide these essentials 
for the people’s material wellbeing and ad- 
vancement. It has effected great better- 
ments in the roads, which were in an ex- 
tremely sorry condition at the close of the 
period of insurrection, legislation has been 
enacted for the improvement of interisland 
shipping, and Col. Edwards of the bureau 
of insular affairs believes it is a matter of 
but a short time until there will be a satis- 
factory system of railways. 

Almost thirty years ago Mr. Navarro, a 
Spanish engineer in the department of pub- 
lic works at Manila, got up a plan fora sys- 
tem of railways on the island of Luzon. 
The Spanish government advertised three 
times for bids before it finally, in 1886, got 
an offer from an English company for the 
construction of one of the proposed linés, 
that from Manila to Dagupan, approximate- 
ly 221 miles in length. The government 
guaranteed an income of 8 per cent on $5,- 


°358,700, the cost of buildivg the line, for 


ninety-nine years. Since American oceupa- 
tion the company owning this road tas been 
granted concessions for extending it about 
108 miles. 

The Cooper bill authorized the govern- 
ment of the Philippine islands to assume a 
contingent liability of $1,200,000 a year for 
a period of thirty years to encourage the 
building of railways. Under this act Sec- 
retary Taft advertised for bids for the con- 
structjon, equipment, maintenance, and op- 
eration of lines aggregating 1,233 miles in 
length. The 800 miles on the island of 
Luzon are to be built practically according 
to the original plans of Mr. Navarro. The 
rest of the system will be on the Visayan 
islands, and on Panay, Negros, Cebu, Leyte, 
and Samar. Our government had better suc- 
cess in getting offers than that of Spain. 
Spain guaranteed an income from the roads 
of 8 per cent for ninety-nine years and ad- 
vertised three times before a single bid was 
received. The United States offers to guar- 
antee a maximum of 4 per cent for thirty 
years. When the bids were opened at 
Washington on Dec. 15 last it was found

on Luson al at : the rate of seventy-five miles | , 
a year without any guarantee of interest by 
the government. “Another offered to con- 
struct 290 miles on Panay,, Negros, and 
Cebu. The latter asked a gharantee of 4 
per cent on 95 per cent of the cost of con- 
struction. 

The responses received on this occasion 
will doubtless encourage the government to 
advertise for bids again at an early date, 
They tend to justify Col. Edwards’ opti- 
istic. prediction that it will not be long 
before™the Philippines will have railways 
covering all routes where they can be made 
‘profitable.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

HILE England's famous statesman, 

Willlam EB. Gladstone, was prevent-~- 

ed by the claims of the Foljambe 

family from selecting the title of 

earl of Liverpool, now revived in 
favor of the new lord steward of King Ed- 
ward’s household, there were similar obsta- 
cles in the way of his taking any title [rom 
liawarden castle, that home in whitch he 
spent the greater portion of his life, with 
which he was so entirely identified in the 
minds of the people and of which he was so 
fond. 

The fact of the matter is that the title of 
Viscount Hawarden already was in exist- 
ence. It had been created at the end of the 
eighteenth century in favor of Sir Cornwal- 
lig Maude, and was comprised among the 
dignities of the late Karl de Montalt, who 
died last year. That was why the popular 
suggestion that the dignity of a Lord 
Hawarden should be conferred upon the 
grandson of William BH. Gladstone, young 
William Glynne Gladstone, the present own- 
er Of Hawarden castle, was not complied 
with by the crown at the time of the death 
of the illustrious statesman. 

Young Gladstone; by the bye, comes of age 
next July, and will then enter into the actual 
possession of the Hawarden castle estate, 
which through the able management of his 
grandfather and through the discovery of 
coal has increased almost tenfold in value, 
so that the young fellow will be exceedingly 
well to do. * 

. 

When old Lord de Montate died last year 
at the age of 85 his earldom became extinct, 
but his viscounty of Hawarden passed to his 
distant kinsman, Col. Robert Henry Maude. 
The Hawarden from which he takes his 
title is not the Hawarden in Flintshire, 
which belongs to young Gladstone, but the 
Hawarden in county Tipperary, in Ireland. 
Yet there is a connection between the two 
Hawardens. For the Maude family, of 
which Viscount Hawarden is now the chief, 
came originally from Hawarden in Flint-¢ 
shire, and it was Robert Maude who, during 
the redgn of Queen Elizabeth, settled in Ire- 
land and gave the name of Hawarden to his 
place in-Tipperary for the sake of recalling 
the ancestral home of his house, now in the 
possession of the Gladstones. 

Old Lord de Montalt’s only son was killed 
a quarter of a century ago in the Boer war 
of 1881, and the extensive property which 
he obtained, partly through inheritance and 
partly through his marriage to a great Scotch 
heiress—namely: Miss Clementina Elphin- 
stone—has been since his death the subject 
of a lawsuit between his daughters, of whom 
no less than six survive. Three of them, 
the Ladies Kathleen Bushe, Leucha Warner, 
Elchingstone Sugden, and Antonia Maude, 
instituted proceedings against their sister, 
Lady Florence Maude, whom, In consequence 
of the manner in which she was favored in 
the will, they accused of having unduly in- 
fluenced their father. The controversy has 
now been setfled out of court by means of a 
compromise. All the charges against Lady 
Florence have been withdrawn, and she still 
remains one of the principal beneficiaries 
under the old earl’s will.

I may add that the name of Maude Is sup- 
posed to be a corruption of Montalt, borne 
by one of the companions in arms of William 
the Conqueror, and in the records of heraldic 
visitations in the reigns of King Edward IV. 
and of King Henry VII. the names of De 
Montalt appear with the addition, “alias 
Maude.” Several of the Maudes have mar- 
ried Americans. One of them, at least, is 
settled in this country, and another one of 
them, Cyril Maude, is the popular English 
actor who owns the Haymarket theater in 
London and whose wife {s equally successful 
on the stage as Winifred Emery, which is 
her real name and not a “nom de guerre.”’ 
Cyril Maude is a great-grandson of the first 
Viscount Hawarden. 

The present Lord Hawarden, although a 
peer of Ireland, has no landed possessions 
in that kingdom, old Lord Montalt having 
taken advantage of the Wyndham land act 
to sell to his tenantry all his Tipperary prop- 
erty, the proceeds of the sales having gone 
to his daughters. Indeed, Lord Hawarden 
has little beyond a relatively small place in 
Hampshire. 

~~ 

Another peer who is land poor and also far 
from rich is the new Lord Foley, who has 
just succeeded to the peerage through the 
death of his only brother. Although the lat- 
ter left no children, nearly a year will elapse 
before the present Lord Foley can take his 
seat as such in the house of lords and cast 
a vote there, as the upper chamber of the 
legislature wishes to guard itself against the 
possibility of the widowed Lady Foley giving 
birth to a posthumous helr. This isarule that 
is invariably followed in such cases as these, 
and when the late Lord Derby died with- 
out male issue, leaving a widow of consider- 
ably over 70, his brother and successor wag 
prevented for nearly a year from sitting and 
voting as the sixteenth earl of Derby in the 
house of lords, lest his sister-in-law should 
give birth to a posthumous hetr. 

In order to comprehend the necessity of 
these precautions it is necessary to explain 
that once a man has been summoned to the 
house of lords by the crown as successor 
to a peerage he becomes ipso facto a peer 
with that title, which he would be warranted 
in retaining along with hi@seat in the house 
of lords, even if it were subsequently dis- 
covered that he was not the lawful heir tothe 
honors. Thus, to take a case in point, were 
the preposterous pretensions of the claimant 
Druce to the dukedom of Portland proved to 
be well founded, the present ‘duke would 
nevertheless remain in possession of his title, 
owing to his having been summoned to the 
house of lords as duke of Portland. He 
would not, however, any longer be the sixth 
duke of Portland, as he is now, but the first 
duke of Portland of the second creation, the 
latter dating from 1879, when he was sum- 
moned by Queen Victoria to the house of 
lords as his cousin's heir and successor.

The new Lerd Foley is a bachelor of over 
50, and shouj4 he die without male issue the 
peerage would pass,to.the 8 year old son of 
the late Henry St. “George Foley, who was 
one of the most popular members of the for- 
eign office staff and a general favorite in 
London society. 

The Foley family was first brought into 
prominence about the time of Oliver  .rom- 
well by a successful ironmaster, and he ac- 
quired the splendid Whitley court estate in 
Worcestershire. His grandson became first 
Lord Foley. The third lord was one of the 
boon companions of the prince regent and of 
Beau Brummel, and, almdst ruining himself 
on the turf and at cards at Crockford’s, was 
obliged to appeal to his elder son for his 
consent to the cutting off of the entail and to 
the sale of all the London property, includ- 
ing Portland place and a considerable por- 
tion of Regent street, as well as the Whitley 
court estate, which was purchased for about 
$5,000,000 by the late Lord Dudley. 

Subsequently valuable coal mines were dis- 
covered on the Whitley court property, and 
these furnish the principal source of the 
vast revenues of the present Earl Dudley, 
who has just laid down the viceroyalty of 
ireland. The mother of the new Lord Foley, 
by the bye, was one of the bridemaids gt 
Queen Victoria.

STRANGE ACTS OF THE PEOPLE’S 
PRESIDENT.

President Roosevelt’s vote in the city of 
Chicago was 208,689. His plurality over his 
democratic opponent was 109,924. He had 
a majority of all the votes cast. 

Evidently the people were on good terms 
with the president. They felt that he was 
working with them in the common cause of 
good government. 

In considering his popularity it is interest- 
ing to recall also what the people have ac- 
complished for the cause in disposing of 
certain objectionable personalities. A ring 
of bosses was beaten in the city and left 
to consort with two aliens, one from Aurora 
and one from Springfield, who represent the 
state in the United States senate- One boss, 
called *“‘ Doc” Jamieson, who*U¥sed to own 
the Hyde Park wards, was dispossessed by 
the inhabitants thereof. The people, the 
president’s people, had him down and out, 
but, strange to say, the people’s president 
honored the ‘*‘ Doc”’ with a public office. 

That was a curious development, and here 
is another. The former postmaster, Coyne, 
had the backing of the business men of the 
city, who desired that he should retain his 
position. He was acceptable to the people 
and he was friendly to the governor, who 
had 215.776 votes at the presidential elec- 
tion, or 7,000 more than Mr. Roosevelt. But 
because he was friendly to the governor 
and to the great body of the people who had 
deposed the bosses he was persona non grata 
to the gentlemen from Aurora and Spring- 
field. Wherefore he was made to walk the 
plank by the man of the people in Washing- 
ton. 

As if these incongruities were not enough, 
we hear queer rumors now concerning one 
William J. Cooke, a former nestling in the 
west parks, who was known as superin- 
tendent and who left those pleasure grounds 
looking worse than a last year’s bird’s nest. 
It is said that this hopelessly discredited 
product of spoils politics is to be taken care 
of by the people's president, and there should 
be no misunderstanding whatéver as to the 
question of responsibility in such cases. 
Whatever the senators may say or do, the 
president’s is the single effective force with- 
out which they would be as helpless as kit- 
tens. 

This force, then, which is all decisive, is 
being turned against the people, and we 
note here a distinction that is in the sen- 
ators’ favor. They have debts to pay off 
in Chicago and compacts to keep with the 
former bosses. The president has no debts 
except to the people, though he sets wp the 
men that they knock down.

Mombasa—the name has a distinctively 
African flavor—lies on the east‘ coast of 
Africa, a little south of the equator on a 
low island. Mangoes, palms, baobobs, and 
other tropical trees cast dark splashes of 
shade in the! flerce glare of the day. Most 
of the dwellings of the PDuropeans are of the 
Indian bungalow style, low spreading roots, 
airy, encircling verandas, and a general 
effect of cool shade. . 

The gommissioner’s residence, known as 
government house, Is, however, a unique and 
most effective bit of architecture. The low- 
er part is of gleaming white plaster, with a 
broad veranda, whose snowy pillars support 
the overhanging upper story, which is of 
wood stained in beautiful and harmonious 
shades of green. It is situated on a flowery 
point overlooking the Indian ocean, where 
it hag the benefit of every wind that blows.

Keeps Its Medieval Look. 

The older, narrow streets of Mombasa 
have kept their medieval, Portuguese look, 
and their queer, irregular, close built, white, 
stuccoed houses do not seem to have felt 
the touch of the twentieth century except 
in an added decay, while the hordes of Afri- 
can and Indian races that swarm about 
them in gaudy draperies are probably ex- 
actly like the hordes that for centuries have 
chattered and pattered In gay and odorif- 
erous crowds in those highways and by- 
ways. 

We landed on Oct. 17, and for those of us 
who did not get rooms facing the sea, 
whence came a soft breeze, that first night 
was a breathless, gasping stretch of wake 
fulness; The darknese was (filled with 
strange sounds from the native village, 
whose packed, grass thatched huts, or 
shambas, huddled closely together. covered 
a large tract to the rear-of the hotel and 
of the main street of the town. At 6a. m. 
the sun came up like thunder, the noises of 
the night consolidated into the low pitched 
roar of the day, the hotel boys, white robed, 
white capped, barefooted, and black, came 
to each door with the inevitable cup of tea 
or coffee, with which every European in 
this country begins the day, and the hard 
beds and stony pillows yielded up their

By Rail to Uganda. 


, In the last days of December, 1901, the rafl- 
way which connects Mombasa with Uganda 
and the great interior region was completed 
and opengd to the traveling public, one of the 
most curious and interesting railway jour- 
neys in the world. Before that it was a 
three months’ tramp by caravan trip to this 
part of the dark continent; a way heavy with 
dangers and discomforts. Everything was 
brought upon the heads or shoulders of Afri- 
can porters; this trip annihilating all differ- 
ences in intrinsic values and making a bottle 
of beer cost as much as a bottle of cham- 
pagne. Bulk-and weight were the only con- 
siderations in fixing prices. 

Now the rallway make the trip (584 miles) 
to the lake (Victoria Nyanzg) in forty-six 
hours, while a steamer completes the re- 


.maining 175 miles in one or two days, ac- 


cording to the weather. Atinight, asthe lake 
is practically uncharted and quite without 
lights, these steamers alwaye lie up im some 
sheltered spot. In spite of these precautions, 
they frequently come to grief on submerged 
rocks, so that there is a pleasing element of 
uncertainty in the trip.

Queer Little Railway Cars. 


The railway is a meter gauge road, the iron 
ties being imbedded in red clay, which latter 
sends up a fine, permeating dust. The rail- 
way carriages are Tike those in use in India. 
They are divided into two lengthwise com- 
partments, opening at the ends and separated 
from each other by two triangular little lava- 
tories, where there is an abundant supply of 
‘water to remove the red dust. 

There are three windows on each side of the 
compartment, and about a foot outside of 
these a boarding drops half way down from 
the roof to protect one from the glare, the 
cinders, and any but a lateral rain. 


Inside there are shutters that can be raised- 


a little over half way up, so that one can 
shut out the night or day and yet have plenty 
of air. 

The finish of the cars is of the plainest, and 
each traveler carries his own bedding, but 
two people in one of these simple carriages 
can travel with more comfort and privacy 
than in one of our overdecorated, overuphol- 
stered, overheated Pullman sleepers—always 
excepting our compartment cars. 

The engines burn wood, which saves one 
from the irritating coal dust that annoys 
travelers in other lands; but, as the cinders 
sometimes blow in through open doors and 
burn holes in the hand luggage, a watch has 
to be kept. 

Each person carries his owm bedding and 
towels, also a good supply of food to help 
out in case of not arriving in time at one of 
the dark bungalows where meals are served. 
The third class carriages are built with the 
bare wooden seats set across the cars and

Heroic Engineering Task. 


The building of this road was one of the 
heroic achievements of engineering, the men 
who undertook it and carried it through, 
running every kind of danger. Over sixty 
white men are said to have been killed by 
lions, while many times that number of the 
native workmen met similar deaths. 

All along the way one still sees the arrow- 

proof structures, used for housing the work- 
ers, great windowless, corrugated iron shan- 
ties, with protected roof holes to let in light 
and let out smoke. 
, Together with the dangers from visible and 
tangible wild animals and wilder tribes 
stalked the invisible and intangible danger 
from fever, which is still the constant menace 
in tropical Africa. 

The wilderness lcoks as savage today tothe 
traveler on the road as when it was first 
xzdventured. Large tracts along each side 
have been preserved by the strict laws with 
which the Anglo-Saxon protects sports. Its 
remoteness, inaccessibility, and lack of wa- 
ter is its own protection. The most hardy 
poacher would need a caravan to escort him. 
So, as they are practically unmolested, the 
strange African antelopes, birds, and wild 
beasts pursue the even tenor of their way 
as if the snorting trains were not. 


Paradise for Hunters. 

From the windows we saw hundreds of 
zebras grazing near the train, while the gro- 
tesque Thompson gazelles—called Tommies— 
flicked their funny bushy tails as they 
capered away. The gnus or wilkdebeest, big, 
black. and humpbacked, were aleo numerous, 
though the hartbeest was the most in evi- 
dence.

Tradition has it that Napoleon encouraged 
hie soldiers before the battle of the Pyramids 
with the picturesque phrase “ Forty centuries 
look down upon you,": and yet the span of a 
single sequoia about equals what to the bib- 
lical chronologies of Napoleon seemed the 
limit of time. Many of those still vigorous and 
growing tfees sprouted about the time that 
Christ was born at Bethlehem in Judea. Most 
of those still standing hed commenced to 
grow at least before the fall of Rome.

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SISTER WRITES STRANGE 
BOOK ON LATE C. S. PARNELL 


Private Life of Irish Leader Told with 
Startling Frankness by Mrs. Emily 
Monroe Dickinson, Who Apparently 
Omits Nothing. : 
(By Jeanntte’ L. Giider, editor of ‘The Critic.] 
HERE ie a saying, “‘ Deliver us from 
our friends,"’ but in the case of the late 
Charles Stewart Parnell “‘ Deliver us 
from our sisters * might be an equally 
Ae fervent prayer. The Parnelis were and 
~ pecullar family, most of their peouliar- 
€s coming from the mother’s, which is the 
American, side of the house. Parnell’s ma- 
ternal grandmother wag a Miss Tudor of Bos 
ton when Commodore Stewart, “ Old Iron- 
sides,”” married her. He brought his bride to 
the village of Bordentown on the Delaware, 
but I imagine she did not care as much for 


that interesting and picturesque town ag did . 


some of its inhabitants. I have heard my 
mother, who wag born and brought up in Bor- 
dentown, say that there was always great ex- 
citement In the village when Mrs. Stewart 
condescended to spend a short time with her 
husband. This eccentric woman was so fear- 
less of associating with the people of Borden- 
town that when she had occasion to come into 
the village street she would not walk on the 
sidewalk, but took to the middle of the road 
with her head held high tn the air anda gen- 
eral manner of ‘keep away from me: I am 
too good for you."’ The commodore and his 
wife did not get on any too well, I imagine, 
from all that I have heard; that he was hap- 
pier when she was in Boston than when she 
was in Bordentown, and yet Bordentown 
was good enough for kings, or rather ex- 
kings, for it was there that Joseph Bonaparte 
madd his home when in America. 

Years after Delia Stewart, the only legit- 
imate daughter of the commodore, married 
Parnell and used occasionally to visit her 
father at “ Ironsides,”’ on the bluff overlook- 
ing the Delaware. Still many yeaes later, 
after the old commodore was dead and his 
daughter a widow, she came back to Borden- 
town with her daughters, her son, Charles 
Stewart Parnell, remaining at his poston the 
other side of the water. The conduct of the 
Parnells while visiting Bordentown was 
most éccentric. They boarded for partof the 
time with some people who rented one of the 
old Bonaparte town houses in the park. The 
landlady and her daughters were spiritualists 
and Mrs. Parnell and her daughters were ap- 
parently of the same belief, for they gave 
séances dt the Lake house, and it was re- 
ported that the daughters were seen prowl- 
ing through the park late at night armed 
with revolvers to shoot ghosts. Mrs. Parnell, 
so the story ran, when not in Bordentown 
was speculating in Wall street on tips from 
the spirit world.

I have said all this to show that eccentric- 
ity runs in the blood of the Parnells, so it is 
not surprising that a daughter of the family 
should write such an extraordinary book as 
the one I have now in my hand. It is called 
“A Patriot’s Mistake,"’ and is written by 
Emily Monroe Dickinson, the sister of Par- 
nell. It ignot only thestory of Parnell’s life, 
but is what its subtitle indicates, *‘ Rem- 
iniscences of the Parnell Family.’ It is a 
most extraordinary showing. The book is 
published in England. It has had a formal 
publication here for copyright purposes, but 
is not yet on the market. 

Mrs. Dickinson not only tells things that 
she ought not to put in print about her 
brother, but she is equally frank about her- 
self,; giving a detailed account of her own 
flirtations and marriage and the story of her 
we ae husband. 

As a child ‘in the nursery Parnell was a 
leader among his brothers and sisters and 
would always have his own way. Ih order 
to get his way with them he would “* butt’ 
us all around with his head, like a goat, so 
that he acquired the name amongst us of 
‘butt head.’ His high spirits, which would 
not brook control, proved a source of great 
trouble to his nurses, and later on to his 
governesses and tutors, who, one and all, 
found themselves incapable of managing him, 
though a word of tender remonstrance from 
his mother would appeal at once to his affec- 
tionate disposition and curb his most turbu- 
lent outbreaks of passionate temper.”’ 


According to his sister, Parnell’s wholelife. 


was overshadowed by the suicide of a girl 
whom he had loved and betrayed—a true 
story, fo doubt, but why put it into print? 
Ile seems to have been susceptible to the 
charms of women all his life. While he was 
still an undergraduate he was mixed up in 
affairs that were not altogether to his credit. 
There is a curious story in this book of a 
house party at Avondale. They were there 
for a cricket match in which Charles was to 
play, but the temptation to spend his time 
with the ladies was too great. For a time 
the game held his attention, but only fora 
sort time. To quote fromsthe book: 
“Suddenly the representatives of his 
majesty’s service, who were the Pingleaders., 
declaring it was impossible to keep their 
eyes on the ball, surrounded by so much to 
distract them, threw down their hats, and, 
joining the ladies, the whole party paired 
off into the woods. Now commenced a scene 
of fun and flirtation which surpasses de- 
scription. In every shady nook and 
eorner were to be seen an isolated couple 
engaged in the pleasant pastime of love 


making.” 

One night, after having had a ,v0d supper, 
the county families drove off to their different 
abodes. Mrs. Moore, an attractive widow, 
was to spend the night. Writes Mrs. Dick- 
ary Once more I proposed to Mrs. Moore that 
we, too, should retreat, but first the widow 
had to be disposed of for the night, which 
presented considerable difficulty, for every 
room was full. In desperation, and longing 
for a few hours’ sleep, I at last put her into 
a room in which two of the officers had slept 
the night before, impressing on her to ~ 
sure to push the chest of drawers agains 
the door, to which there was no key, telling 
her ifshe was disturbed to come tome, whose 
room was opposite.

Charles seems to have been always getting 
into trouble with women. He was engaged 
more than once; the first time to an American 
girl who refused him at first, because he had 
not made a name for himself. Finally, when 
he did make a name and laid tt at her feet 
and everything seemed to be progressing 
finely, dnd he was waiting for the wedding 
day to be named, she sent him a telegram 
saying that she had married another man. 

Mrs. Dickinson does not hesitate to touch 
upon the O’Shea episode. Parnell first met 
this lady at the house of Lady K It 
seems that Lady K had sent him an in- 
vitation to dinner, but, in his absent mind- : 
edness, he forgot the time, and turned up 
a couple of evenings afterwards. : 

“Lady K , glad to have him on any 
terms, did not undeceive him as to his error, 
but hastily sent off several notes explaining 
the situation. Among the guests was 
Mrs. O’Shea, who was then considered pretty 
and fascinating toa degree. About ten years 
Charles’ senior, she was still in her prime. 
With her it appears to have been a case of 
love at first sight."’ 

The story of Parnell’s infatuation is too 
fresh in the publi¢ mind to be retold. In fact, 
his sister does not dwell upon it at any great 
length. Of Mrs. O’Shea’s devotion to Par- 
nell she says: : 

“ There is no doubt that in his last illness 
he was well nursed and cared for. Mrs. 
O’Shea, now his wife, ministered to him with 
unceasing devotion, attending to his every 
want herself, jealous even of the servant 
who brought his food to the door of his bed- 
room, where she took it from her, and never 
leaving him a minute for the few days of life 
that remained to him.”’ 

Mrs. Dickinson is confident that the six 
months’ confinement in Kilmainham jail 
was the beginning of Parnell’s fatal illness. 
She was allowed to visit him without her 
bag or muff being searched. The prisoners 
could have everything that they liked to eat 
and drink by paying for it; and they could 
** play football or indulge in any other rec- 


Teation they preferred, and as much as they 


chose, in an enormous, well ventilated hall.’’ 

Charles and his sister differed in politics, 
and after his return to Avondale they would 
walk together, but, “ by a tacit understand- 
ing, we never discussed politics when to- 
gether. During his periods of sojourn at 
Avondale, on the long rides and drives we 
took together, we talked of every subject 
under the sun, except political ones. In the 
course of these excursions he would often 
exclaim to me, ‘How nice it is to be with 
some one I can depend on not talking shop.’ ” 


On the whole, I think this is one of the 
most remarkable books I have ever read. 
Certainly it is the frankest. Mrs. Dickinson 
does not hesitate to discuss the most private 
family matters in public. She tells us all 
about her husband’s dissipations and that 
her sister Delia married an American mil- 
lionaire, Mr. Livingston Thomson, for his 
money. She says that Mr. Thomson knew 
it and did not care what the reason, so that 


_she married him, for she was a beautiful and 


attractive girl. 

What Mrs. Dickinson says of her mother 
is most interesting. No doubt Mrs. Parnell 
was a remarkable woman. She had her 
peculiarities, but she was devoted to her son 
and to the cause of Ireland. 

The story of the fire which caused her 
death is graphically told by Mrs. Dickinson: 

‘‘My mother, unlike the young people of 
the present day, never of late years break- 
fasted in bed. She always rose early and 
had her breakfast at 8 o’clock in her room, 
sitting by the fire in a flannel dressing gown. 
was also up, and, arrayed, too, in a dress- 
pation was no exception to her general rule, 
and even the storm, which was now at its 
height, raging around the house, did not 
suffice to make her alter her usual habit. I 
was also up, and arrayed, too, in a dress- 
ing gown, was in my mother’s room. She 
complained of the intense cold, so I made 
up a good fire, for precaution putting a fire 
safety screen in front of the blazing logs. 
My mother, in her customary garb, with the 
addition of a warm shawl over her shoul- 
ders, sat down in the armchair and, placing 
her feet on the fender, commenced her break- 
fast. I lingered awhile before going to my 
apartment to finish dressing, an indefinable 
feeling of the shadow of coming desolation 
causing me to feel reluctant to quit the 
room: but, telling myself it was foolish to 
yield to nervous fancies, I at length left my 
mother comfortably installed and doing jus- 
tice to a good breakfast. I then went to my 
own room, cloge by, to do my hair, intending 
to return in a few minutes. 

“ Barely ten minutes had elapsed when I 
heard piercing screams proceeding from my 
mother’s apartment, and, rushing back, a 
sight met my horrified eyes the remembrance 
of which will haunt me to my dying day. 

“The room seemed blazing at a dozen differ- 
ent points; table and chair covers were burn- 
ing, and clothes left lying around Were hav- 
ing an especial bonfire. My mother, stil) 
sitting in her armchair, which was on fire, 
appeared to be enveloped in flames. Her 
granddaughter, awakened from sleep by her 
grandmother's shrieks, in bare feet, and in 
her night drees, was kneeling on the floor, 
her hair, a rippling sheet of gold, falling in 
sunny waves below her waist. She was 
clasping with both arms a thick blanket 
around the writhing form of the terrified 
old lady. I succeeded, aided by my daughter, 
in getting my mother, who was paralyzed 
from fright, free from the burning chair and 
on to a safe corner of the floor.” 

Mrs. Parnell suffered no pain, we are told, 
and was conscious to the last. 

‘* About & o'clock in the afternoon, like a 
grand ol@ warrior, happy and peaceful, sur- 
rounded by her family and friends, she quiet- 
ly passed away, without a struggle, into the 
great silence. One of her friends who was 
present remarked he had seem many death 
beds, but never a happier one:" 

In my opinion this book is a mistake and 
should never have been printed, but, as I 
have said before, the Parnells are peculiar, 
and it is not surprising that a member of 
the family should give these intimate and

Theoretically, of course, he had long pos- 
eessed a knowledge of De Vaca, La Salle, 
Narvaez, Cabrillo, Marquette, and Jdliet, 
Lewis, Clark, Serra, and Fremont, and the 
gallant company of their kind. But as they 
had discovered a new world, so he discov- 
ered them, became infatuated with the idea 
of following the paths they broke, and liked 
better the yellow ribbon of the Santa Fé 
trail, or the, interniinable reach of the old 
Oregon trail, then he did the pavements of 
Fifth avenue and Broadway. 


en 

He went back to the pavements, but he 
dreamed, studied, wrote, and thought of the 
men who had first marked the coast of Yuca- 
tan, explored the embouchure of the Mis- 
sissippi, crossed the arizona desert, looked 
upon the confused pueblos of %* Cibola” 
and located the passes of the Rockies and 
the Sierras. The west was his romance and 
his academy. It enriched his field of knowl- 
edge and supplied him with a specific fleld. 
Now, in his maturity, he is one of the most 
distinguished students and editors of west- 
ern historical literature, and a book issued 
from the firm which hae put its output in 
his charge commands attention. . 

“The Trail Makers’”’ series issued by the 
Barnes company has proved to be of particu- 
lar interest. It is described as ‘‘ A Library 
of History and Exploration,’’ and when com- 
plete will prove to be necessary to the com- 
pletion of any library pretending to author- 
ity on the discovery and settlement of the 
American continent. Some of the volumes 
have been translated, others compiled from 
documents, all prepared under the super- 
vision of Prof. John Bach McMasters.

The full list of these has been given that 
an idea may be gained of the amount of con- 
densed, authenticated, carefully edited mat- 
ter to be had in this series. I said 
‘the full list,’’ but I omitted ‘‘ THE JOUR- 
NEYS OF LA SALLE AND HIS COMPAN- 
IONS,” now in hand. Prof. I. J. Cox of the 
University of Cincinnati has acted as editor, 
and he has taken the blunt story of Tonty, 
the facile and unreliable chronicle of Cave- 
lier, and the records of Hennepin, Le Clercq, 
Membré, Douay, La Salle himself, and the 
detailed account of Joutel, and abbreviated 
them to the compass of two volumes of me- 


dium size. 


These journals have an extraordinary in- 
terest, not alone by reason of the stirring 
and significant adventures which they 
chronicle, but also because of the revelations 
of character which they inadvertently con- 
vey. Anything more unimaginative, truth- 
ful, direct, courageous, and moving than 
the diary of Henri de Tonty it would be dif- 
ficult to conceive, while the speciousness, 
selfishness, suavity, and ambition of Cavelier, 
the brother of La Salle, is apparent. Each 
record is an exposition of the man who wrote 
it, although comment and opinions were not 
in the line of these men, who had a super- 
fluity of actiontoreport. Only nowandthen 
the capable writer Joutel is forced to make 
an observation, as when, recording the bit- 
ter assassination of La Salle, he says: 

‘Such was the unfortunate end of M. de 
La Salle’s life, at a time when he might en- 
tertain the greatest hopes as the reward of 
his labors. He had a capacity and talent to 
-make his enterprise successful; his con- 
stancy and courage and his extraordinary 
knowledge in arts and sciences, which rend- 
ered him fit for anything, together with an 
indefatigable body, which made him sur- 
mount all difficulties, would have procured 
him a glorious issue to his undertakings, had 
not all those excellent qualities been counter- 
balanced by too haughty a behavior, which 
sometimes made him insupportable, and by 
a rigidness toward those that were under his 
command, which at last drew on him impla- 
cable hatred and was the occasion of his 
death.’’ 

The reader cannot but be absorbed in these 
graphic pages, which cause that unforgotten 
Odyssey of La Salle to reénact itself before 
the consciousness.

Wholesale Trade Is Larger. 

“ Wholesale dealings in staple merchan- 
Gise have advanced to a gratifying volume, 
there being improvement in both house sales 
and mail-orders for earby delivery_of spring 
goods. All indications strongly favor ex- 
ceptional absorption of necessaries and book- 
ings for the interior are weil distributed in 
the leading branches. Retail trade moves 
steadily, the recent colder weather having 
stimulated sharp buying of winter apparel. 
The markets for raw material reflect liberal 
buying in hides, leather, and lumber, while 
prices remain firm. A declining tendency 
in raw cotton is more apparent, but this has 
not affected quotations for finished goods, 
the demand for the latter having extended. 


Freight Tonnage at Record. 

“ Freight movements have advanced to the 
greatest tonnage ever handled at this time 
of year and the share of this falling to Chi- 
cago roads is reflected in largely increased 
earnings. Further headway has been made 
in raising the traffic blockade and shippers 
obtain more prompt forwarding. The mar- 
keting of crops here was heavier, and the 
movement of grain at this port swelled to 
9,061,242 bushels, against 7,715,362 bushels 
last week, but compared with corresponding 
“week last year there is a decline in ship- 
ments of 23.5 per cent and in receipts of 2.8 
per cent, 


Primary Markets Are Active. 

* Primary marketa were moderately active 
in grain and flour, the accumulation of sup- 
plies causing a more limited general demand, 
but the buying of provisions and live stock 
continued strong. Livestock receipts, 329,880 
head, compared with 817,297 head'last week 
and 828,869 head a year ago. Closing prices, 
compared with a week ago, are higher for 
wheat, 4% cent a bushel; corn, &% cent; pork, 
7% cents a barrel; riba, 7% cents; hogs, 7% 
cents a hundred weight; cattle and sheep;

Financial operations have resulted in 
some gain to deposits, but reserves are being 
strengthened in view of the next call for 
statements, and the discount rate for choice 
commercial paper remained at 6 per cent, and 
collateral loans were easier at 6% per cent.

New York, Jan. 12.R. G. Dun & Co.’s week- 
ly review of trade tomorrow will say:

Low tem- 
perature and snow brought out the backward 
demand for heavyweight wearing apparel 
and rubber goods, restoring the one lagging 
trade factor, and the other departments of 
jobbing and manufacturing continued vig- 
orously engaged in preparing for the future, 
except where a few strikes produced hesite- 
tion. Thus far. these struggles have not 
affected any large percentage of the wage 
earners, while in other industries the higher 
seales éffective on Jan. 1 have added to ihe 
purchasing power of many thousand work- 
ers,

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INTHE FINANCIAL WORLD, 


FOREIGN EXCHANGE MARKET Is 


; Theory That Much Money Was Bor- 
rowed in London on Bankers’ Bills 
During Period of Stringency th New 
York—Several Commission ouses 
Getting Round Sums from Individ. 
uals at % Per Cent Below the Bank 
Rate—Government ‘Bond Situation. 


In the foreign exchange market there {is 
presented an interesting situation. There 
is a difference of opinion as to what* may 
be expécted in February and March in the 
way of prices. There is a theory that when 
money Was ranging from 60 to 125 per cent 
in Wall street, immediate advantage was 
taken of this situation to borrow money on 
bankers bills in London, where rates were 
4 per cent. It is a question of how large 
the volume of long bills may have been. If 
as large as believed in some quarters, there 
should be a stiff exchange market in Febru- 
ary and March, due to purchases for the 
liquidation of December loans. 

Again, highly authoritative opinion is to 
the effect that long bills in large quantity 
were not accepted by foreign bankers. This 
view is expressed in the following private 
message from New York: 

“It is not possible to make an estimate 
of money borrowed abroad for use in this 
market. Undoubtddly large amounts have 
been put out here for account of foreign bank- 
ers, and a great mdny finance bills drawn 
during November and the early part of De- 
cember which unmistakably contr.outed to- 
wards the amelioration of conditions during 
that period. However, bankers abroad have 


to refuse to accept long billg, no matter what 
the consideration, and this certainly accen- 
tuated matters during the last week in De- 
cember, as bills maturing toward the close 
of the yeas had to be paid for, thus taking 
the money out of this market.”’ 


Individua: Money Lending. 

Some of the 4ocal commission housés are 
borrowing round amounts from individual 
lenders at % per cent under the going min- 
imum rate with the banks. The good rates 
for money had induced holders of high grade 
bonds to sell such securities and lend the 
proceeds out through their banks at a better 
return than that offered by the bonds, Trans- 
actions of this sort may have influerced the 
local bond market. 


Bank Statement Forecast. 

Known movements of money for the week 
with the New York banks indicate a decided 
return movement of funds from the interior. 
On this account the banks ,have gained 
$7,572,800. In addition they gained from the 
subtreasury $4,262,000, a total apparent gain 
of $11,834,800. 


Walsh Bond Quotations. 

In an announcement made yesterday the 
price of Chicago Southern notes was cregited 
to Southern Indiana bonds and vice versa. 
The notes have a year and a half to run, bear 
§ per cent, and when originally marketed, sold 
between 98 and 100, Since the closing of the 
Walsh’ banks there has been little doing’ in 
them, and the price of 95 is estimated as one 
which might be secured. There were actual 
sales a few days ago in New York at 94%. 
The security hehind the notes is ample, but 
there is a natural nervousness on the part of 
some holders. ; 

Southern Indiana 4s were originally market- 
ed between 92 and 93. There is practically 
nothing doting in the issue now, but it is 
thought a price of 90 might ve obtained.
